Selects books and other materials to be added to die general 
reference collection; prepares and publishes a monthly 
bibliography of new acquisitions and prepares special bib- 
liographies and checklist of State documents.

Monitors Tn-^WATS telephone request service from public 
and institutional libraries; fills reference requests and re- 
quests for interlibrary loans for libraries throughout the 
States supervision of a TWX network for rapid interiibrary 
communication; consultant service to local libraries on the 
maintenance of a strong reference collection; plans and 
provides workshops to increase the effectiveness of pre- 
professional library employees engaged in reference service.

Plans and administers library service to the blind and physi-

Established by LegislativG Act in 1969 (S. Code 1970, Title 
60, Chapter 1, Section 30 ), the present South Ctirolim State LiLiraty 
incorporates the former South Carolina State Libraiy Board md 
the old State Libraxy. TliO agenc/s responsibilities include nil the 
duties of a genercd State Library comprising stiUewide planiiing, 
development, and coordination of the librniy resources and servdees 
in the state. The State Library provide.^ referanca, bibliograplUo, 
and interlibrary loan service to supplement community and ragional 
library resources of the state. It provides leader.*lp and partictpates 
in the developinent of statewide plans involvirig all t>^es of 
libraries. It continuously reviews botli Federal and State legislation 
affecting library service in order to maintain a legal clirnate con- 
ducive to totd Ubrary gro%^tii and development. It gatheri^ com- 
piles, interpreti, publishes, and disieminates annnd statistics on 
public, academic, and institutional lilsraries. It is die central in- 
formation source concerning the library development of tli© stata* 
In carrying out tliese responsibilities and the specific responsibilities 
imposed on it by law, the State Lhrary has established the foUw- 
Ing basic objectives^ (1) To provide comprehensiva Ubrary services 
and resources to the people of South Carolina, providing eve^ 
Individual access to the information resources of the itate; (2) To 
furnish reference, loan, and research services to State governnient 
and State govemmeir igencies. The State Library serves ^vern- 
nient as a major infonnatfon resource, research facility, arid as a 
hnk to other Ubraries and specialized data sources throughQut the 
state and nation, 

READER SERVICES 
iTie Reader Services Department provides assistance fa the use 
of the reference and information resources of the State Library, 
Members of State government and State agencies mate direct use 
of die library's resources. Citizens of the State have access to 
library's services dirough their local public library. 
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BEFEUENCC AND INFORMATION SEUVICE 
TO STATE GOVERNMENT 

AccdSi to current and retro.^pcctivc inforninllon is a brtsio re- 
qulronient for cffectivo government, A mujov returcnco rosponsi- 
bllity of tho State Library Is to iiroviclo rcsenrch .^di^lce nnd ma^ 
torinls to support the infornifttion needs of State govornmont and 
State agondes, 

The Stato Library maintains a strong collection of books, jounials, 
mlcrofonns, and governmentrtl doeumonts for use by all agenciai 
of State goverrunent, Tills centrally housed research collection re- 
duces tho need for duplication of cspcnsivo books and other ma- 
terials ill various State agencie?i, To meet the ever inereasing re- 
search demands of State goveniniont, it is necessary to draw upon 
other niajor research colleetions. In doing so the staff of the State 
Library makes use of teletypewriter facilities to commuiiieate with 
libraries throughout die country, 

Tlie Stato Library's reference staff, traiuod in advMiced research 
techniques, works closely with librnr>^ usors to assist them in 
rnaWng the best use of the llbrnry s resources, The reference staff 
is also involved in pubHcizing the research services. During the 
year the reference staff conducted ten orientation sessions on the 
library's semces and Bve mnjor workshops on tlie use of federd 
laws and regulations for State employc^os. To keep State personnel 
aware of new publications, the State Library publishes and dis- 
tributes mioathly New Rasoiirc&$, a selective listing of recent ac- 
quisitions, During the year a listing of the more than 1,400 journds 
received by the library was published and sent to all State agencies 
enabling them to quickly detennine the availability of these 
journals. 

Library use statistics denionstrate the success of the library's 
many services, In 1970-^71, the first full year of operation, 2,170 
books were borrowed by State personnel and 640 reference ques- 
tions wera answered. During 1977-^78, 18,544 books were bor- 
rovved and S^SO reference questions were answered. These statisto 
represent almost a 900% increase in the use of tlie State Libraty 
during the past seven years.

REFERENCE AND INTEKLlBnARY LOAN SERVICE 
T]m Stata Library mwoH m the central unit of the statowlda 
inti^rllbrary lonu nrts\^nrl< designed to supplement and conrcHnate 
library resources in Snnth Cnrolina, The Heferenee and TntevHbrary 
Loan Kervtcu, drawin'^ on the Statu Library's research collcetion, 
works through local librarieH to Hupply Snuth Carolinians with 
materials and infonnation. Puhlic and State institutional Ubmries 
have direct access to the State Library via an Tn-WATS telephone 
service which allows interlibrary loan requests to bo subinitted and 
processed rapidly, In order that local librarians may quicWy deter- 
mino the holdings of the State Library, thu State Library bas placed 
microfllm copies of its current catalog in 35 puhlic libraries 
throughout South Carolina. During the year, an annual supplement 
to the catalog was distributed, The State Library also distributed 
copies of its periodicals holdings list to academic and public 
libraries in the State, 

In meeting the infomiation needs of South Carolina's eiti^ens, 
the State Library makes use of other major collections wittiin the 
State and the nation, The State Library has microrilnied the cata^ 
logs of Clemson University and the University of South Carolina 
to gain access to the resources of die States two major imlversity 
libraries. For more technical and comprehensive requests requiring 
location of materials outside Soudi Carolina, ttie State Library 
uses major union catalogs and the Southeastem Library Network 
(SOUNET). Tlirough its membership in SOLINETj the State 
Library has an ondine capability to draw on a computerised data 
base of over four million items to locate tides held by more ^an 
1,100 libraries (including 10 South Carolina libraries). Once fte 
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locations have been identiHed, requests for materiali can be rapidly 
toansmitted by teletypewriter. 

To encourage improvement of library reference service in Soutib 
Carolina, the State Library continued its series of reference train^ 
ing workshops during 1977-78, The individual design of diese 
iessions was determined by responsas to a needs assessment ques- 
tionnaire dis^buted to all public libraries. The Stote Library also 
co-sponsored a major workshop on the new copyright law, National 
authoriUes discussed implications of the new law for libraries, The 
workshop was attended by 130 librarians from academic, public, 
and school libraries. 

During 1977-78, the Reference and Interlibrary Loan Service 
received 4,604 In-WATS calls, answered 5,041 reference requests, 
and supplied 21,208 books and 11,328 pages of photocopy in reply 
to interlibrary loan requests. 

GO^RNMENT DOCUMENTS 
The South Carolina State Documents collection maintained by 

of South Carolina State agencies and goveninient. State documents 
provide up^to-date statistical information usually not available in 
other publications and serve as an excellent source for historical 
research on South Carolina. This collection is used extensively 
by researchers from this State and others. State agencies refer 
individuals to the State Library to use their publicadons no longer 
available for distribufcion, thereby reducing additional publication 
costs and unnecessary distribution of State publications. South 
Carolina is one of the few states which has not enacted state 
docurnents depository legislation requiring that all state publica- 
tions be sent to the State Library, Without such legislation, it is 
difficult to be certain that all current publications are received, 
The State Library makes every efTort to obtain copios of new pub- 
licarions for addition to the collection, During the year 1,840 pub= 
lications were added to the collection bringing the total number of 
documents to 20,751. 

Each year the State Library compiles and publishes the Check- 
list of SQiith Carolina State PuhUcatlons which lists publications of 
State governmental departments received by the State Library dur- 
ing the fiscal year. During the year more than 500 copies of this 
publication were distributed. 
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TECHNICAL SERVICES 
The Technical Services Departrnent coordinated the selection 
and ordered and procesied all materials for the State Library col- 
lection, including large-type books and audiO'Visual materids. The 
bookstock is a one copy, non-fiction collection, except for South 
Carolina titlei. It includes periodicals and newspapers in both paper 
and microflhn, and services such as ERIC In microflche, There are 
separate collections of both Federal and State documents. Additions 
during the year are as follows:

The third supplement to the inicrofilm edition of the State 
Lihrary's card catalog was prepared and prints sent to holders of 
the original edition, which included Area nefcrence Resource Cen- 
ters and county and regional libraries. This was a cumulative sup- 
plement and included all cataloging since the original edition. 

The department took still another step toward making the collec- 
tion more accessible. The first complete list of South Carolina State 
Library periodical holdings was compiled and distributed to state 
agencies and libraries throughout the state, 

The State Library completed its third year as a member of the 
Southeastern Library Network (SOLINET) which gives it access 
by contract to the OCLC, Inc. data base. The cataloging section 
is connected by direct telephone lines to the data base and all 
cataloging is being done through the computer terminal, including 
the ordering of cards. The terminal is available to other depart- 
ments to locate Items needed for reference or interlibrary loan, 
since all cataloging done through the system shows Iw^ation of 
niaterials* 
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FIEI^ SERVICES 

The field service program is provided by four consultants who 
give direct on-die-spot assistance to the thirty-nine county and 
regional library systems which serve the states forty'Six counties, 
The field service librarians assist in library x^lanning, itafiE develop-^ 
ment, public relations, budget preparation, personnel management 
and in many other areas in which the local library needs help, 
Assistance is given local library boards in filling staff vacancies. As 
new librarians are appointedp they ^e given a thorough orientation 
in the South Carolina program, State Aid and federally funded 
projects. Through frequent conferences, in meetings, and ^ou^ 
workshops, the field service librarians have made a great contribu- 
tion towards the development of public libraries throughout 4e 
state. To public library frustees they have emphasized library needs 
and the means of meeting tliese needs, The field service librarians 
supervise the administration of State Aid to county and regional 
libraries and all local projects funded through federal funds ad- 
ministered by the State Library, During fiscal 1977-78, the four 
field service librarians: 

—worked with 39 systems semng all 46 counties of the state 

—made 211 field trips 

—^attended 64 local library board meetings 

—monitored library budgets including approximately $7 million 
in local funds 

—administered $906fi81 in State Aid grants to public Ubraries 
—supervised LSCA projects providing approximately $660,830 in 
grants-in-aid 

—represented tlie State Library at local, state, and nadonal con- 
ferences, conventions, workshops, professional associations^ 
building dedications, civic organizations^ and other state ajid 
local meetings 

—provided recruiting, placement, and training services for pubUo 
librarians.

STATO AID TO PUBLIC LIBRARffiS 
When the original Souft Carolina State Library Board was estab- 
lished in 1943 mi charged with the responsibility for tiie extension 
and iniproveinent of public library iervice in the statej its first 
step was to establish a prop^am of State Aid for public libraries. 
Initidly die pro-am provided $300 to each qualifying county 
library. Over the years the amount of State Aid has increased from 
ttiis token amount to the present 35^ per capita and ftis in turn 
will be increased to 600 per capita in 1979, The benefits of ^e 
program far exceed the monetary investaent, County libraries, 
in meeting the requirementi for participation in the State Aid pro- 
gram, have met the requirements for legal establishment, sound 
fiscal policies, and extension of library service to all members of 
the community. The State Aid progrwn has been basic In the de- 
velopment of public library service in South Carolina and has 
provided the Incentive for the establishment of county and regional 
systems which now serve the entire population of the state. 

The regulaHons under which the State Library administers the 
State Aid progrnm miarantee the wise use of these State funds to 
achieve a higher level of public library service in every county of 
the state. With State Aid funds piiblia hbraries have been able to 
employ better qualified staff, develop book collections of hi^ 
quality and carry out special programs to enrich the quality of Ufe 
in the community they serve. 

FEDERAL Am TO SOUTH CAROLINA PUBLIC LIBRARIES 

in September 1977 the 95th Congress enacted a five year ,ex= 
tension of the Library Services and Construction Act, thus ensuring 
continuation of federal aid to public and institutional Ubraries, 
Since 1956 the State Library has administered feder J funds desig'^ 
nated to extend and improve library services in die state. Early 
LSCA projects were all aimed at the correction of the major de- 
ficiencies in public library servicei an inadequate state level pro- 
gram, inadequate reference service from state and local levels, an 
inadequate supply of professionally trained Jibrarians, and units 
of library administration too small to provide adequate service. 

The original objectives have been largely attained, climbed by 
two iymbolic events. With the RKtension of bookmobile service into 
rural areas of the last county %vithont it in 1976, public library ser- 
vice became available to the entire population of Soudi Carolma. 
Widi the opening of the Clarendon County Library headquarter 
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in 1977'78, all forty^six counties in the state now have legally estab« 
llshed unified county library systems which are fully operation^. 
Each of these developments was made possible by Library Services 
and Construction Act Title I funds. 

As general public library services improved, new empliases 
evolved for LSCA, In 1966 the prograni was expanded to include 
State institutional library service. In diat year only four State 
Institutions had established programs of library service for their 
iresidents. From 1068 to 1978, institutional libmries received more 
£han 8376,000 in LSCA incentive grants. There are now libraries in 
twenty-eight State supported residential institutions. In 1978 local 
institutional funding exceeded $33,000 for materials, S242,000 for 
salaries, plus grants from other federal programs such as ESEA and 
LEAA, 

Currently, the emphases of the Library Services and Construction 
Act in South Carolina are service to the disadvantaged, the blind 
and physically handicapped, and the institutionalized; the strengA- 
entng of centralized statewide services; and promoting interlibrary 

A major accomplishment of federal aid has been die coordination 
of library resources in the state to better serve the people of the 
state. An active library network provides for the interloan of re- 
sources, helps to eliminate expensive duplication of materials, and 
accomplishes its main objective of providing a good level of service 
to all South Carolinians whether they live In a remote rural area 
or in a central city. 

FILM PRC^RAM 
In 1974 the State Library established a fihn program designed 
to strengthen and expand |he resources of South Carolina public 
and state institutional libraries. In order to avoid expensive dijpHca- 
tion of personnel and eciuipment, the State Library contracted with 
the Instmctional Services Center of the University of South Caro» 
Una to maintain and distribute the films. All tlie films arc 16mm in- 
formational Alms for adults and are used by public and state 
institutional libraries to meet the informational needs of library 
patrons. The film collection includes some 850 films and is kept 
up-^tp^latc by constaiit addition.^, A frequently updated catalog of 
the fllm collection is provided participants in the film program. 
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Forty-three public and state institutional libraries participate in 
the State Ubrary s film prograin, A totd of 3370 film prosfams 
reached an audience of 79,326 during Ms year. 

The State Library conducted ragional film workshops on Ae use 
of films in the Charleston area in November of 1977 and another 
one in die Greenville area in March, 1978. 

CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR LIBRARIANS 

Recognising the relationship between trained personnel and good 
library service, the State Library providei opportunities for con- 
tinuing education for public and state institutional library personnel 
and for public library trustees. Schokrshjp ^ants are provided to 
professional and non^professional personnel for academJc courses in 
librarianship and to attend library institutes and seminas^. In 
1977-78, eight non-professional librarians representing eight county 
library systems received scholarships to attend courses in book 
selection, catdoging, classification, children s literature, reference, 
and audio-visual inaterials. Scholarships were awarded to two pro- 
fessional librarians from two county library systems to attend a 
conference on Tim Public Libraryt CifcuTmtancm ami Prospects 
held in Chicago in April 

The staff of &e State Library also benefit from tminmg oppor* 
tunities Two members of the Technical Set^ices st^ attended 
institutes offered by the Southeastern Library Network (SOLINET), 
a member of the Administrative staff and the Director of Field 
Semces attended institutes in management offered by tfie State 
Personnel Division. The Deputy State Libmrian attended a plan- 
ning seminar on the Pre-White Houso Conference, and a meinber 
of the Field Services staff attended the conference on Conmlting 
Skills and Techniques held in connection with the meeting of the 
American Library Association. 

The State Library provided two workshops for publiD and in- 
stitutional librarians. An Outreach Workshop held in August was 
attended by fifty-six library staff members and a workshop on 
Library Semce to Older Americans held in May attracted fiftyJour 
public and state institutional librarian^', 

TTie State Library cooperated with the Public Librar/ Trustee 
Section of tihe South Cnrolina Library Association in holding a 
warkshop devoted to a dkeusgion-of current libraiy legislation and 
common problems faced by public libraries, 
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IJBBJm SERVICE TO Tm DISADVANTAGED 

During 1978, Ae State Library using federal fundi under its ad- 
ministration, made grants4n-aid to t\venty-sbc county and regional 
library systems to establish and expand library service to the dis- 
advmtaged in South Caroliria. These grants enabled participating 
iibraries to employ personneU provide bfansportation, develop col- 
lections of reading and audio-visual materials, and purchase special 
equipment needed to implement service to the disadvantaged. Oiie 
of the pants was used to help organize a public Hbrary in a county 
with a high percentage of disadvantaged in its popidation. 

It is estimated that the libraiy tlutreach programs, which are 
based on local needs and conditions, will reach an estimated popu- 
lation of 190,350 (target group of the projects). Libraries are 
aware of the needs of the disadvantaged population and meeting 
these needs has become an important part of library planning in 
Souai Carolina. Service to the disadvantaged is a basic part of 
Hbrary programs in the counties participating in the Service to the 
Disadvantaged Project 

INSmUTlONAL LIBEARY SERVICE 
In its effort to develop and maintain qiiality library service for 
dl citizens of South Carolina, the State Library assists state-sup= 
ported insytutions in the provision of libraries for their residents. 
A consultant for Institutional Library Services works with each 
library, analyzing needs and services, orienting new personnel, 
making recommendations for improvement, and planning for libimy 
development. All institutional libraries beneflt from State Librae 
reference md interlibrary loan services, and institutional libraries 
share in training opportunities provided by the State Libraty, 

One phase of the institutional library program, coridueted under 
the Library Services and Construction Act, is intended to develop 
library collections adequate to meet the needs of patients and 
residents. Granti4n*aid for the purchase of libr^ materials are 
the means employed in this part of the State Library's yrogram. 
During FY 78, two Sme hospitals, fourteen adult correctitori in- 
stitutions, four residential schools for the physicdly handicapped 
and mentally retarded, and a school for children from broken 
and/or poverty stricken homes were provided with grants4!;s^aid 
on the basis of their population, financial support and ^peeial needs. 

Five institutioiis too small to maintain a full library jprogmn were 
provided with special collections and services. The Crippled Chil- 
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dren's Convalescent Center has library service provided throu^ a 
tiiree-way contract with the Florence County Library and the State 
Library. The three Jitate dcohDl and drug addiction centers and 
the new Vocation^ Eehabilitation Center received collections of 
paperback books for um in recreational reading or in group therapy. 

LffiHARY SERVICES TO THE BLIND AND PHYSICALLY 
HANDICAPPED 

The South Carolina State Library has the rciponsibility for pro- 
viding library services to the blind and physically handicapped in 
the state, This service is free and Is provided to those South Caro- 
linians who are unable to read conventional print due to a visud or 
physical handicap. Books and magazines are available in recorded 
form (disc and tape), braille, and in large pjint Most readers 
read recorded books and for diem the library supplies a sound 
reproducer (either a talking book machine or a cassette playback 
machine). The South Carolina State Library administers this free 
library service in cooperation %vith the Library of Congress. Braille 
service is provided midor a contract with the North Carolina State 
Library, 

In fiscal year 1978 the library provided service to 5,608 people, 
an increase of 753 over the previous year. A total of 08,470 books 
and magazines were borrowed. Many readers received magazines 
SOTt directly to their homes by the Library of Congress which do 
not appear in these figures. A total of 10,551 books were added to 
the collection. 

The State Library was selected by the Library of Congress as 
one of seven test areas to test the effectiveness of radio and .tele-- 
vision public service advertising in reaching the nonniser. This test 
Is scheduled to begin in July 1978. Prior to the test period the State 
Lllirary made valuable contacts throughfiut the st^te which should 
help in publicizing its services. 

The project to nscord South Carolina books continues. In addition 
to studemts at the University of South Carolina (Deparl^nents of 
Theatre and Speech and Media Arts), individual volunteers are now 
recording books. A total nf 520 hours of volunteer time was donated 
to our recordrng project. Sixteen South Carolina books were added 
to the collection. 

Sei*vice is chiefly a mail order service from Columbia. A quarterly 
large print newsletter and an InAVATS telephone line serve as 
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ma|or avenues of communication. Each new reader is contacted by 
his county library to detemiine if all equipment sent to him 
arrived safely and if the reader understands how the program 
operates. In five counties^ Anderson, Charleston, Greenville, Rich- 
land, and Spartanburg; the State Library maintains browsing collec- 
tions of several hundred recorded books in the county library. The 
State Library encourages county libraries to consider the needs of 
the handicapped in local programing.

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SIGNmCANT ERA IN PUBLIC LIBRARY 
CONSTRUCTION ENDS 

The last of federal funds for pubUo library construction in South 
Carolina were expended witii the completion of tie addition to 
the Florence County Library. Since 1968 the Library Services and 
Construction Act Tide II (Public Library Construction) has pro- 
vided $2,607,151 toward construction, renovation, and additions to 
public library buildings in the state. Federal funds were in turn 
matohed widi a total of $5,770,060 during that time. Together with 
revenue sharing grants and $1,010,348 from the Appalachian Re- 
gional Development Association, the total public library construc- 
tion budget for the last ten years has amounted to $9,387,559. 

Tvventy.one county libraries have benefited directly from federal 
constniction funds. These counties include: Abbeville, Anderson, 
Bamberg, Berlceley, Charleston, Cherokee, Falrfleld, Florence, 
Greenville, Greenwood, Kershaw, Lancaster, Laurens, Marion, New- 
berry, Oconee, Plolcens, Richland, Spartanburg, Sumter, and York
